Lord Orford is very ready to oblige any curious Perſons with 
the Sight of his Houſe and Collection; but as it is fituated ſo 
near London and in ſo populous a Neighbourhood, and as he 
refuſes a Ticket to nobody that ſends for one, it is but reaſonable 
that ſuch Perſons as ſend ſhould comply with the Rules he has 
been obliged to lay down for ſhowing it. 


Any Perſon ſending a Day or two before, may have a Ticket 
for Four Perſons for a Day certain. 


No Ticket will ſerve but on the Day for which it is given. If 
more than Four Perſons come with a Ticket, the Houſekeeper 
has poſitive Orders to admit none of them. 


Every Ticket will admit the Company only between the Hours 
of Twelve and Three before Dinner, and only One Company will 
be admitted on the ſame Day, 


The Houſe will never be ſhown after Dinner ; nor at all but 
from the Firſt of May to the Firſt of October. 


As Lord Orford has given Offence by ſometimes enlarging the 
Number of Four, and refuſing that Latitude to others, he flatters 
himſelf that for the future nobody will take it ill that he ſtrictly 
confines the Number; as whoever deſires him to break his Rule, 
does in effett expett him to diſoblige others, which is what nobody 
has a right to defire of him. 


Perſons deſiring a Ticket, may iy either to Strawberry -Hill, 
or to Lord Orford's in Berkeley- Square, London. If any Perſon 
does not make uſe of the Ticket, Lord Orford hopes he ſhall 
have Notice; otherwiſe he is prevented from obliging others on 
that Day, and thence is put to great Inconvenience. 


They who have Tickets are defired not to bring Children. 
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
